1 am directed by the Commissioners for inquiring into Railways in Ireland to 
transmit for the information of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
Gradient Sections of the Railways completed and carrying traffic, Sections of Rails 
showing the prevailing type of the various Companies, Sections of Canals and River 
Navigations, and Standard types of Locomotive Engines. 

The Gradient Sections (Plate I.) have been compiled from the tracings of working 
Sections, supplied by the Companies, where these were available, and in other cases from 
the Parliamentary Sections lodged in the Houses of Parliament. The heights have been 
reduced to the uniform datum of 100 feet below the datum adopted in the Ordnance 
Survey (8 feet below the mean sea level of Ireland). 

The types of Rails (Plate II.) have been prepared from Sections furnished by the 
different Companies. 

The Sections of Canals and River Navigations (Plate III.) have been compiled 
from tracings of Sections supplied by the Companies, where they were available, and in 
other cases from the Ordnance Survey and other public documents. The datum taken 
for these Sections is that adopted in the Ordnance Survey. 

The Standard types of Locomotive Engines (Plate IV.) have been prepared from 
the Drawings supplied by the Companies.
